SUBJECT: Monthly Report - Okinawa Bureau - September 1985 


I . GENERAL 

The concerted effort to drive down the value of the U.S, dollar in 
foreign exchange markets starting in late 'September has had a significant 
impact on the dollar-yen rate. The dollar fell from 242 yen in early 
September to 215 yen by 1 October as Japem, the United States and major 
Western allies sold dollars in large volumes. The biireau is reviewing its 
1986 budget, computed at 225 yen to the dollar, to determine if additional 
funding is required. As of now the dollar is at its lowest rate against 
the yen since 1981 and will probably fall further. 

The long-term future of Hong Kong Bureau amd the potential impact on 
Okinawa's operations were discuss ed during the 13-17 Sent ember TDY to 
Okinawa by Hong Kong Bureau Chief has forwarded a 

paper to Headquarters on the future of Hong Kong Bureau after 1997 and 
Okinawa Bureau has sent its comments. 

More them one-fourth of the bxireau staff received introductory computer 
training on the IBM PC from 

from 14-28 September* Students from each major section attended daily after- 
noon and evening sessions, with several senior monitors and supervisors get- 
ting training on Multimate wordprocessing. Heavy stress was laid on courses 
in Lotus 1-2-3 basic applications^ including sessions on the bureau-developed 
FSR, payrolling, cruising data and other administrative functions. The pro- 
gram was highly useful and eagerly attended. 

II. OPERATIONS 

A . Monitorial/Editorial 

1. Publishable wordage increased to 1,248,590, the highest level 
since June, as a result of the following major events in China that boosted 
processing from both Chinese and English soxirces: the 18-23 CPC National 
Conference of party delegates; the 4th and 5th plenums of the 12th CPC Central 
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Committee; eind the adoption of the PRC's 7th five-year plan. 

2. Okinawa again covered Beijing satellite TV on 3 September for 
a special live relay of a meeting marking the 40th anniversary of the victory 
over Japeui, caurried outside Hong Kong's normal coverage span. Rechecks of 
the Beijing TV transmissions from the 57 East Intelsat that began 1 August 
confirmed that Beijing now broadcasts from 0030-0332, 0400-0455, cind 0530-1500 
GMT, with three newscasts — the last repeated the following day. 


3. The clandestine, Soviet-sponsored Ba Yi Radio that returned to 
the air in late August has been he£urd only sporadically in September. A 
broadcaster using one frequency previously employed by four anti-PRC clande- 
stine radios was monitored from 9 September attempting to imitate Beijing 
Radio, using genuine old recorded Beijing items interspersed with new 2 inti- 
PRC items. Reception on the single 7525 Khz frequency is poor, as it was 
when this was used by "Voice of the PLA, Radio Spairk, Radio October Storm," 
and "Contingent of Proletarian Fighters."

6, Videocassette output, in the first complete month after MOD 
required all VSL'd tapes to be pouched, totaled 83, 2 less than August and 
9 below the record of 92 in May. MOD replacements are in deficit^-60 in 
September, only 44 in August, but local consumers replenish one^^for-^one . 

B, Cruising 

Major satellite cruising activity focused on the Soviet 80E satellite's 
busy SCPC/FM transponder, which was observed carrying Kabul and Hanoi voicecasts, 
USSR and VNA photofacsimile, Vietnamese press facsimile, and radioteletype trans- 
missions from TASS, Afghanisteui's Bakhtar, PAP, MTI, CTK, ADN, BTA, PTI, VNA, 

KCNA, OANA, SPK, and PRENSA LATINA. Kabul domestic TV was observed on another 
80E transponder, and a week*^s sait^le of videotapes were pouched to MOD for 
analysis. No trauismissions have yet been located from the new as s\amed Soviet 
128E Raduga satellite, Okinawa provided Islamabad Unit with a list of satellites 
of coverage interest and receivable there with proper ROSET equipment. 

C. Lateral Services 

1. A new subconsumer of services provided to CG, Third Marine Division, 
Camp Courtney, Okinawa, was added in mid^September’-- the Intelligence Detachment 
of the 9th Marines Amphibious Brigade at Carp McTureous. The new detachment 
commander arranged distribution from CG Third Marine Division, after requesting 
bureau services. 
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2. Combat Task Force 76, based at Okinawa's White Beach, requested 
special attention by Okinawa and other Asian bureaus to anti-nuclear protests 
related to a U.S. naval activity planned near Perth/Fremantle , Australia, in 
late September and October. 

3. Lt. Col. Chris Tragakis, the new chief of the Okinawa Area Field 
Office for U.S. Forces Japan, requested publications subscriptions on Japan 
after eui orientation briefing at the bureau on 4 September. 

4. A third Japanese-language tape requested by BBC for one of its 
consumers was airmailed to London in eeurly September, part of a recurring ad 
hoc service going back to December 1984. 

D . Technical 

1. Beconfiguration of the Main Radio facilities continued, with 
emphasis on more effective eurrangement of video monitoring and recording 
facilities related to the planned es^cinsion of the cruising room. Pleins call 
for 4 PAL/SECAM videocassette recorders and 2 NTSC/ Japan VCRs, with 2 new 
Toshiba multistemdaurd monitors usable on all. New carpet tile was laid in 
Main Radio. Work on the building expansion is to begin soon. 

2 . An uninterrupted power supply system was purchased locally and 
installed in Main Radio to back up the two bureau IBM PC's with hard-disk drives 
euid large data files for administration and cruising. The new system provides 
10 minutes of emergency power in the event of a power loss until the emergency 
generator stcurts. 

3. The last of the Sony VCR's requested by MOD for its new Headquarters 
TV processing center were received and pouched, coitpleting the order of material 
against a refund for returned Sony equipment.
